Louis Einstein^ president of the Fres- | 


r,o Gas and Electric Company, statetl j 
that his company had forty-four lights, j 
He remarked that it was an open secret j 
that the two companies could not exist 
when they were furnishing light cheap- 
er than companies in larger cities. He 
said it was out of the question for the 
company to incur an outlay of from 
$3000 to $SfWO to put up new lines. 
His 


idea was to allow each company to 
make its own proposition. 
He was 


willing lo furnish electric liehts until 
1 o'clock. Atter 1 o'clock the rate would 
be greater, as the company had no wa- 
ter to turn on. but would have to em- 
ploy .an extra shift of men. 
With gas 


the company could furnish an all-night 
service. 
In a word Mr. Einstein's pro- 


position was simply this: he would fur- 
nish lights according to the present 
system, but would make no extensions. 
He could furnish 44 arc lights, 26 gas 
lanterns or tneandesetmt lights. 
Mr. 


Einstein also stated that his company 
would accept a contract only upon con- 
dition that the board would order no 
new lights. 


J. J. Seymour of the new company 


asked the president if the board should 
award the contract to the old company 
for forty-four lights where the city 
would get the other forty-four. 


Spinney made a proposition to divide 


up the contract, but it did not meet 
with approval from Cither company. 


Mr. Einstein again explained that tho 


board might advertise fnr bids allowing 
each company to submit their own 
specifications and let the 
trustees 


adopt whichever proposition is consid- 
ered the better for the city. 


Jtr. Spinney declared that should that 


be dcr.e people would say the board 
was nought, whichever company should 
obtain the contract. 
He said the only 


way to "keep straight was to go in 
straight and come out straight." 


Chairman Craycroft stated that the™

Rumors of Incendiarism. 


The most disastrous fire in the historv of i'Tesno oc- 


curred shortly before 12 o'clock last night. 
The entire 


space on the west railroad reservation from Mariposa 
street to Mono, a distance of four blocks, being almost 
a clean sweep. 
The aggregate loss is conservatively es- 


timated at from $300,000 to $500,000. 
The buildings 


destroyed were the following: 


The Forsyth, seeded raisin packing company's estab- 


lishment. 


The Phoenix Packing House. 


The Union Ice Works (partly destroyed.) 


The National Ice Company's establishment. 


The Farmers' Warehouse. 


The Einstein warehouse. 


Hobbs & Parsons (partly destroyed.) 


The residence of John Doyle, yardmaster. 


In addition to the buildings enumerated the South- 


ern Pacific's loss will be considerable. 
Several strings 


of freignt cars standing along the sides of the packing 
houses and the warehouses were a mass of flames before 


the force of railroad men could baul them away. 


The fire also spread to the roof of tlie Chinatown 


buildings, and for awhile there was also danger of that 


quarter of the town being wiped out. 
Three Chinamen 


were fatally injured. 
One of them got hold of a live 


wire, another jumped in fright from a building and the 
third was run over by a hose wagon, which mashed his 


skull. 


The fire is supposed to have been of incendiary 


origin. 
The fact that the fire department was called 


to another part of town by a smaller blaze shortly before 


the Forsyth plant burst forth in a mass of flames goes 


to support the theory that the large industries of Fresno 


were burned by a firebug. 


The conflagration broke out shortly

Sun 
day night the heaps of ralsiiu and dried 
fruit and grain burned brightly, th« 
tires being fanned by ilie strong wind 
from the north, and the flumes arose 
so high ul times that there was danger 
of a spread of the fire. 


The owners of the other packing es- 


tablishments on the reservation had 
men guarding their buildings Sunday 
night and ns»iln last night, and they 
!;-pt a close watch for sparks that 
might be carried from the fires and also 
\vtre on the lookout for tramps and 
Auspicious characters. 


Thei-ii were many Incidents of 
the 


five Sauuday night which could not bt 
narrated in the limited time allowed 
Sunday morning, but all the salient 
features were reported. Tlie depot ho- 
tel had perhaps tlie narrowest escape 
When the Forsyih structure was burn- 
ing the fiercest, the heat at the note 
was almost unbearable. 
Fortunately 


the wind carried the flames southward 
but even then the heat was so great 
hat the side o£ the hotel nearest the 
fire was blistered. 
The hotel runnera 


and bus drivers did heroic work. Th'« 
crowd also lent their aid in saving the 


ilding. 
A bucket brigade was form 


ed and the structure was kept wel 
wet. 
It was on flre many times 


but each blaze was extinguished in its 
inception. 
The building presents a 


sorry looking sight, however. 
The 


sides are scorched, the windows broken 
and the place is pretty badly gutted. 


Several of the other establishments 


besides those destroyed were also on 
fire. 
The roof of the Home Packing 


Company's plant caught fire several 
times, but Lee Gray had a force of men 
at work, to whose efforts is due the 
saving of the establishment. 
The 


building was well provided with means 
of fighting a flre, aiid several streams 
were kept on the structure. 
The 


chemical flre extinguishers were given 
a test and they worked splendidly. 


The Tenney cannery also took fire a 


number of time?, but each blaze was 
quickly put out. It is said that whole, 
burning shingles were carried that far 
from the Forsyth and Phoenix build- 
ings. 
The freight depot of the Southern Pa- 
cific had also a very close call. 
The 


railroad men worked heroically to save 
Uncle Coins' property and succeeded 
well. 
The building caught so many 


Limes that it is impossible to say how 
often. 


From a spectacular point of view the 


fire was a magnificent sight, but none, 
with the exception of a Nero enjoyed 
the spectacle. 
The loss that It meant 


to the owners of the building, the in- 
jury to the town and the thought of the 
large number of men whom it would 
throw out of employment were all such 
ns tn make the heart sick rather than 
delight the eye with the sight. 
At one 


time the fancifully constructed For- 
syth building was n perfect skeleton 
of flaming rafters and slowing timbers. 
Every joist and studding, a livid red, 
could be seen against the murky sky. 
It looked like some huge piece Of set 
fireworks. 


When a huge sheet of devouring 


flame rushed across the street and 
caught the cornice of 
the Phoenix 


building It was not unlike a. monster 
leaping nt and devouring its,prey. Tho 
flames raced along the long dne-story 
structure, leaping: out through the win- 
clows and traveling along: the 
roof. 


Then the three-story addition went, 
the fires being freshly fed by three 
large barrels of oil and rushing more 
furiously at the high structure. 


The sky was then covered with a 


•loud of brilliant sparks, and down fur- 
ther other fires began to burn. In the 
meantime the gallant firemen were do- 
ins heroic work, and succeeded in sav- 
ing the packing house of Hobbs & Par- 
sons. 
Only a shed In the rear was 


burned, but there was some loss by 
water. 


As yet it is impossible to compute in 


exact figures the total loss, but a close 
approximation has been arrived at. A 
Republican reporter yesterday saw all 
the losers and obtained from them fig- 
ures of their loss. 
Of course, tli 


amounts were merely approximated by 
them, but they know pretty nearly 
what their loss was. 
By adding up the 


actual figures obtained the aggregate 
loss foots up to 5196.770. but it is safo 
to say that S?M,000 would he a safe 
minimum figure. The insurance ad- 
justers are expected here today to com- 
pute the damage.

Callum to so to his house, where he 
might stay until he obtained a job. The 
Canadian accepted the invitation. Cas- 
tro brought home with him a bottle of 
vine—the cause of nearly all the Pire- 
baucrh shootings—and soon he and his 
wife were in an intoxicated condition. 
They quarreled, and Mrs. Castro seized 


• husband's pistol and gotnc to the 


.back o£ the house fired a. couple of 
shots through the celling, just to make 
tiling's lively. 
Castro attempted to 


take the revolver away from her and in 
the scuffle the hammer struck on a ta- 
ble and another chamber was dis- 
rhraged. 
The bullet narrowly missed 


a little girl-who was passing. 
McCallum said he did not want to take 
;iny part in a. family quarrel and left 
the house. 
After he was outside Cas- 


tro rushed out and shot at him. Mc- 
Callum claimed that he was ,going 
away from the house when he was 
shot. 
He stated that he had never 


had any previous trouble with Castro 
and is at a loss to know why the 
drunken man shot him. 


Castro claims that he did not intend 


to shoot his friend and felt very sorry 
for his deed. 
He claims that he was 


so inebriated that he was shooting at 
random, anil that the bullet most un- 
fortunately hit McCallum. He claim- 
ed to the Constable, however, that Mc- 
Callum had abused the horse which he 
loaned him and had also lost his (Cas- 
tro's) blankets In the river bottom. He 
also claimed that McCallum made im- 
proper advances to his wife and that 
tliat was the cause of the domestic 
quarrel first and the shooting after- 
wards. 


There is one apparent discrepancy in 


McCallum's story, and that is as to his 
position when shot.

Spanish Sway Ceases in the West 


Indies—The Philippines Ques- 
tion Left to Diplomacy to Set- 
tle-Hostilities Cease All Along 
theLine-Textof theProtocol— 
Porto Rico Becomes a United 
States Colony—Evidence of the 
Weakness of Spain's Internal 
Administration — Fears That 
the Paroled Spanish Soldiers 
May Take Part in a Carlist 
Uprising and Overthrow the 
Spanish Government. 


WASHINGTON, 
August 12.—With 


simplicity In keeping with Republican 
Institutions, the war which has raged 
between Spain and the United States 
for a period of three months and twen- 
ty-two days, was quietly terminated at 
23 minutes past 4 o'clock this afternoon, 
when Secretary Day for the United 
States and M. Camhon for Spaln.in the 
presence of President McKinley, signed 
a protocol which will form the basis 
of a definite treaty of peace. 


The closing chapter of events that 


led up to the signature of the protocol 
and the cessation of hostilities, was 
full of interest. 
There were rumors 


In the early morning that over night 
the French embassy had received the 
long expected final instructions from 
Madrid, but these, upon inquiry, proved 
groundless, as it was not until half- 
past 12 that the note began to come 
from Madrid in small lots. The state 
department was soon advised of the 
fact that the message was under 
transmission, but as it was evident 
that It would be lone and that its re- 
ception would occupy much time, the 
secretary of state left the state de- 
partment for his "luncheon. 


At 12.45 o'clock Secretary Thlebaut of 


the French embassy appeared at the 
state department to inform Secretary 
Day that the embassador was in full 
possession of the note, was fully em- 
powered to sign the protocol for Spain 
and only awaited the signature of the 
state department. 


He intimated that the embassador 


would be pleased to have the final cer- 
emony conducts in the presence of 
President MelCinley, where the nego- 
tiations were begun.

\V1II Card, G. P. Cummlnfisand George 
C. St. Louis, fusion politicians, yes- 


rday altemjited to run the County 
Clerk's cfflce, but found that It vat 
nore difficult to boss than a Demo 
•ratic convention. The Populists have 
been in the office examining the affl- 
davlta of registration, and toe day be- 
'ore yesterday they demanded to be 
il lowed to take all the auldavita of 
resist ration, examine them, take down 
whatever data they chose and have the 
clerks wait for the affidavits until they 
(the Populists) had got through with 
them. 
Deputy Cleric Williams Informed them 
;hat they were welcome to Inspect the 
.flUlavlts of city registration, which 
md been assorted, but that those 
which had been received in bunches 
'rom the country had not been assort- 
ed to precincts and that the Populist 
committee could not have Uiem until 
they had been properly assorted, as the 


requires. 
Tlie affidavits were ail 


spread out In piles on a. table, and tbe 
clerks were working- at them at that 
hue. 
The committee took the affidavits of 


city registration and examined them, 
and having got through with thuiii they 
made a demand lo see the others. The1 
clerk very properly insisted that he 
would have to get through with them 
first. 
Yesterday morning Gard made 


a further demand to see them. 
He 


was told that they would probably be 
all assorted by the afternoon, at which 
time they might examine them. 


Tn the afternoon Cummings, 
Uard 


and St. Louis walked Into the office, 
took cut their pencils, sharpened them 
and proceeded to go to work on the affi- 
davits. They were told that the docu- 
meits had not yet been completely as- 
sorted, whereupon they declared they 


•ould see them anyhow. 
Some sharp 


words were exchanged. 
They declared 


they had a right to see the affidavits so 
that the clerks could not receive any 
after the registration had closed and 
date them back. Mr. Williams gave 
the gentlemen to understand that hehad 
no guarantee that they might not de- 
stroy or misplace some of the affida- 
vits, and as he was responsible for 
them he intended to assort them before 
letting any other fingers meddle with 
them. 


The demand of the politicians was 


preposterous; it was also cheeky. The 
clerk was responsible for every one of 
those affidavits—whether the voter was 
a Democrat, Populist or Republican. If 
»ne was lost, changed, abstracted or 
destroyed nobody would be directly re- 
sponsible but the clerk. 
The blame 


would fall upon him. 
He had at least 


the right.to know how many affidavits 
were in before he handed them over to 
any political committee. To do other- 
wise would be absolute negligence " 
fluty. 


Besides, the law does not contemplate 


that Tom, 
Dick nnd Harry should 


allowed to finger thoae affidavits, even 
before tbe clerk had a chance to assort 
them. Section 1113 of the election law 
defines the duties ot tbe clerk, and 
makes (he privileges of citizens equally 
plain. It reads: 


"The 
County Clerk, or the person 


charged with the registration of voters 
in any county, or city and county, must 
arrange all registration affidavits in 
precinct packages as fast as received. 
At the close of registration in counties 
where a new registration has been or- 
dered tbe County Clerk or person 
charged with the registration of voters 
in any city, or county or city and coun- 
ty, must arrange alphabetically, ac- 
cording to surnames, the previously 
separated packages of all the registra- 
tion affidavits of his county or ciry or 
city and county and enter the sub- 
stance thereof so arranged in separate 
packages, in separate precinct books, 
such entries to be completed at least 
seventy-two (72) days before a general 
election. 
Such precinct books shall at 


all times be open to public inspection." 


As will be seen the law makes it 


mandatory upon the clerk to arrange 
the affidavits in precinct packages "as 
fast as received," which surely dCGsnot 
mean that other people bave a right to 
examine thftm flrst. The law further 
provides that the precinct books shall 
lie open to public Inspection, but says 
nothing-about the piles of loose afli- 
davits being pieced out for every on* 
to bundle.

The Sad Fate of J. W. Kec 


nen of Kingsburg. 


Overcome by Heat While Tramp 


in the Hot Sua—The 


Inquest. 


ANOTHER LETTER 


At six o'clock yestrday morning J. 


W. Kecnen, ivho was brought in from 
Kingsburg at 11 o'clock the preceding 
night on a charge of vagrancy, died at 
the county Jail. 
He was brought In 


by Constable Church, and was sick 
when he reached the jail. 
He could 


not apeak and refused food and drink. 


When placed In a cell he lay on the 


floor, writhing in pain. Jailer Manley 
sent for Drs. Trowbridge and Long, 
who examined the man and gave him 
an opiate to relieve his suffering. They 
stated that he could not live. 


Little could be learned about the pris- 


oner. 
He appeared to be of the tramp 


fraternity, and It Is believed that death 
was due to walking in the hot sun, on 
tlie sand plains, and indulging too free- 
ly In water where he could find It. 
As 


be was so far gone when the doctors 
reached him, it was decided to hold 
a post-mortem examination, which took 
place yesterday. 


Dr. Trowbridge found that a blood 


vesei at the base of the brain had been 
ruptured and a clot of blood formed so 
as to press down on tho brain. 
That 


Is what caused the intense suffering. 


Kecnen had' been noticed in Kings- 


burg for three or four days. He walk- 
ed around the streets aimlessly and 
seemed to be out of his head. He was 
arrested a couple of days ago by Con- 
stable Church, who wanted to bring 
him to the county hospital, but the sick 
man refused to go to that institution. 


A coroner's Inauest was held last 


night, at which statements from Jailer 
ilanley and Drs. Long and Trowbridga 
were read. 


Dr. Long gave it as his opinion that 


the deceased had been overcome by the 
heat, and stated that the condition o£ 
his brain was similar to that of several 
persons who died here a. year ago from 
the heat. 
Nothing could be found out 


about the dead man excepting his name, 
which he gave to the officer, and his 
age, which was 45. He was apparently 
a laborer. 


Harry W. DeJarnett, of Company P. 
i*Irst infantry, Illinois volunteers, bat- 
allon division of General Shatter's 
army, has written an Interesting letter 
0 a friend In this city. 
The body of 


he missive reads in part as follows: 
We reached here on the 7th after a 


voyage of ten days from Tampa and 
vere hurried to the front to take part 
n the fierce battle of San Juan Heights. 
We marched all night and in the morn- 
ing dug trenches In the face of a blind- 
nc rain. Men lay in those pits for three 
days with fever raging among them. 
Our food was eaten In the trenches. It 
consisted of mouldy hard-tack and raw 
salt pork. We could not light fires on 
account of the firing kept up by the 
enemy. 


The boys In blue are buried along the 


roads and In the woods and the stench 
ot the unburied Spaniards is 
awful. 


We buried them in their trenckes Just 
as they fell and sometimes the trenches 
were lull of dead men. All the boys 
n blue have their graves marked In 
jencil on hard-tack boxes. 


In one place 300 Spaniards were 


thrown down a well and dirt thrown on 
them. 
We had no chance to bury 


them, especially when they robbed and 
mutilated our dead. 


A large bird called the vulture that 


live*, here alights on the graves, digs 
up the corpses and eats them. 
They 


are the scavengers of this country. We 
[aid large stones on the graves of om 
boys to prevent their being scratched 
up by these birds. 


I need not tel you of the frightful 


losses suffered by our army. 
We de- 


feated ths Spanish, as the newspapers 
have told you long ago. Malaria and 
yellow fever affect the troops on every 
hand, half of our command being sick 


ith the former, but, thank God, wa 


have no Yellow Jack. 


From all over the hills one can hear 
it different intervals in the day, the 
sound of volleys being fired and taps 
being played over soldiers who have 
died of fever. The death rate is about 
twenty-sis a day. 


Our rations now. consist ol beans, 


bard-tack and coffee. 
Every man dnps 


his own cooking. 
Tou cannot imagine 


how nice pan-cakes that are made of 
pounded hard-tack tastu. 


I forgot to tell you that it rains here 


every day. WJien the sun comes out 
after the rain one can see the malarial 
vapor being drawn out of the earth. 


%Ve have to so two and one-half mites 


for water and then it has to be boiled. 
If any one ever tells you any pitiful 
tales about the starving Cubans just 
laugh at him. They robbed our dead 
and the commissary wagons, and when, 
the fight began they sneaked to tha 
rear and stole everything they could 
lay their hands on. They will beg fruit 
instead of climbing the trees to get it 
1 have seen very few cases of actual 
want, for the woods produce ail that is 
necessary to sustain life, being full of 
fruit. 
We are suffering for vegetables. 


Meat is beglnlng to nauseate us.
